GARDEN NOTES 


Hot Weather Plants 
For the best results, cucumbers, 
squash and melons should be planted 
specially prepared hills. These 
like hot weather, are very 


feet. Seed or started plants can be 


used. 


Hills are simply loose soil built up 
in mounds twocor three feet across 
,and about six inches high. Into 
these should be worked some well- 
jrotted manure or black mulch. This 
keeps the soil open so that the soft, 
\fibrous roots can penetrate easily and 
‘the darkish color of the muck or 
well-rotted manure absorbs the heat 
of the sun which these plants love. 

Experts advise planting about five 
seeds in holes abcut an inch deep 
and six to ten inches apart on the 
little mounds mentioned. Later when 
plants develop, in about two weeks 
time actually, thin to about three 
plants to each group. Keep weeds 
cleared away, watch out for bugs, 
and to encourage early fruiting nip 
off end of vines when half a dozen 
melons or a dozen or so squash or 
cucumbers are on the way. If the 
ground is very wet it is a good plan 
to put a little straw under the melens 
or squash to keep from rotting. 


Sturdy Plants Best 


| When buying started plants don't 
choose the tallest box. If cabbage, 
tomatoes, petunias, zinnias or what- 
lever one is buying are crowded to- 
‘gether in the box or forced along 
jtoo quickly in the greenhouse the 
|plants are tall and spindly. When 
;set out #h permanent quarters they 
jare not likely to do nearly as well as 
bushy, stocky chaps which have been 
grown more slowly and have been 
hardened off thoroughly from the 
greenhouse. The good nurserymen 
or seedsmen do not bring plants right 
out of the heated greenhouse and 
offer them fer sale, First they will 
gradually adapt them to cooler and 
more rigorous outdoor temperatures 
by hardening plants in a cold frame. 
Three Mistakes 

Experts say that much garden 
trouble traces to three points of neg- 
lect—to deep planting, lack of stak- 
ing and stopping cultivation too soon, 
All are important, none take much 
labor or time, but if any of them are 
overlooked full dividends from the 
garden are impossible.

Another important feature of th{s 
treatment of caragana is the rapid 
recovery of th plants which is shown 
by the production of many new vig- 
orous, yet fine textured shoots be- 
fore the growing season has advanced 
far. Pruning for the development of 
specific height and width may, there- 
fore, begin during the same yeor 
that cutting back is practised

recommended and desirable? First, 
hedges which have been trimmed to 
the same height for five or more 
years will benefit from it. Such hedges 
4s a rule produce weak, annual 
growth, often barely enough to covor 
up and hide the older and thicker 
main stems, These main stems Le- 
come too stiff to permit easy trim- 
ming. Siecondly, unpruned hedges 
and plants around fifteen years old 
will usually become top heavy and 
arge stems are frequently blowa 
over the ground, Hedges and plants 
of this type spread over and shade 
a wide area, and difficulty is exper- 
ienved keeping their margins culti- 
vated or growing anything else near 
them. 

If the loss for a short time of shelt- 
er provided by them will not be ser- 
jous, top heavy caragana hedges can 
with safety be cut back to within a 
few intnes of the ground. Thie saine 
treatm: inay ‘be given to individual 
plants. ‘Within a short time new 
shoots will appear from latent buds 
along the entire length of most stubs 
or cut back branches. Stubs of dead 
branches or branches which have 
fallen over should be completely ra- 
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moved because no new shoots can be 
expected to develop on them, 

For cutting back caragana stems a 
sharp pruning saw should be used for 
those over an inch in diameter, Smal- 
ler stems may be vut back with strong 
loping shears,

lar classes. 

Trained teachers instruct the sight- 
| savers in the special rooms, but they | 
{recite in their regular class rooms. 
They also eat and play with their) 
normal schoolmates.

Tip For Cattlemen 


Brand Should Be Used That Will, 
Not Damage Hide | 
Wide and deep branding of cattle 
on those parts of the body which sup- 
ply the best leather is responsible | 
for a considerable discount in the 
| price of hides. Many cattle in West- 
ern Canada are produced under what 
might be called semi-ranch condi-| 
tions and the animals must be 
marked in some way for identifica- 
tion. Owing to large brands spoiling. 
the hides for the manufacture of 
the best leather, it has been sug- 
gested that cattlemen might consider 
the use of the smallest possible brand 
that would give protection and at 
the same time be placed in a posi- 
tion that would cause the least pos- 
sible damage to the hide. The mark 
might be made on the ears, jaw, 
neck shoulder, thigh or rump. 
Brazil, which is a heavy exporter 
to world hide markets, passed a law 
in 1989 prohibiting the branding of 
on the body proper. Only 
brands that may be compassed by 
a 414 inch circle may be used and| 
placed only on the cheek, neck, or 
legs below the belly line.

British Civilians And U.S. 
Soldiers 

Perhaps this is the best evidence 
that the American soldiers and the 
British people reached a good un- 
derstanding, during the time when 
they shared the island of Great Bri- 
tain before D-Day.. 

An armouncement reveals that 
about 700,000 personal letters cross 
the English Channel each week from 
American soldiers on the Western 
Front, addressed to the friends they 
have made in Britain; and that each 
week about the same number of per- 
sonal letters cross the Channel in 
the opposite direction from British 
civilians addressed to U.S. soldiers 
on the Western Front, This is an 
exchange of 1,400,000 letters a week 
between Americans and Britons. 

It seems inconceivable that per- 
sonal ties on such a scale can fail 
to have a permanent effect in mak- 
ing relations closer between Britain 
and America. Nothing like this has 
happened between two nations ever 
before in history.—Empire Digest.
